Plans for protecting the health 
of - Michigan vacation _ yisitors 
really got underway in earnest in 
the 83 counties of the State this 
week. :

Michigan Department of Health to 
conduct the work in counties 
where there are no health de- 
partments.

To protect vacationists at Mich- 
igan’s lakes from ‘swimmers 
itch”, the snail eradication pro- 
gram of the Michigan Stream 
Control Commission will get un- 
derway immediately for its eighth 
consecutive_year. ; 

ne oOmm On As env nen 
and chemical distributing equip- 
ment ‘into -the - northern resort 
country to apply the snail killing 
chemicals in the next few days. 
Local resorts and communities this 
year will furnish the chemicals 
for the work. No funds have 
been provided for materials. The 
program originally started to 
demonstrate that swimmers’ itch 
oould be eradicated, is being con-. 
tinued to assist local communities 
in the eradication. “ls 
Swimmers’ itch is a skin infec- 
tion which usually lasts for a 
week or ten days. It is caused by 
microscopic larve that develop in 
certain kinds of snails. If all the 
snails on the beach are killed, the 
larve die. 

Kill Snails ; 

Properly applied the chemical 

treatment kills the snails within a 
few hours, without ad to 
bathers, free-swimming fish or 
clams: With a thorough killing of 
snails water itch disappers until 
anew crop of snails arrives, gen- 
erally in about two or three years. 
In some places treatment is re- 
quired every year. 
. To be effective, the chemical 
should be applied to at least 1,000 
continuous feet of frontage, ex- 
tending from the shoreline to the 
drop-off. 

In the program this year, em- 
ployees of the Commission will 
assist owners in treating beaches 
and will furnish the chemical mix- 
ing and distributing. unit. Ap- 
plications for such assistance 
should be made to the Commission 
at once.

Not “Babes In 
The Woods” 


Each year loca - conservation 
officers are confronted with the 
orphan fawn problem, and each 
year they try to educate more of 
the public as to the proper proce- 
dure to follow concerning sup- 
posedly lost or orphan fawns. 

Perhaps as many as 33 per cent 
of the orphans are not so at all but 
a very unhappy mother is perhaps 
but a few reds away and watching 
some supposedly thoughtless per- 
son kidnap her baby. The mother 
may and often does die from 
results of caked udder after her 
baby has been taken away. 

What is the proper procedure to 
follow Should you find a deer you 
feel has been abandoned? 

First of all leave the fawn right 
where you found it, mark the 
place well and come and report 
your finding to the local Conser- 
vation officer who will go to the 
spot and look after the baby. 
These fawns are not picked up on 
the first visit in most cases, but 
are left from 12 to 24 hours so the 
frightened mother has a chance to 
return and get her fawn. The 
fawn will not wander far and can 
easily be found because after 12 to 
24 hours without mothers feed the 
little fellow wilt be-maki i 
a bit of noise. This short period 
without food will not Kill the fawn 
but will determine whether the 
little guy has been abandoned or 


not. 

If at the end of this period the 
fawn appears ta be abandaned it 
will be taken and trained men will 
supervise the feeding and raising 


of it. 

Supposedly kindly acts may 
turn inte a very unhappy ex- 
perience for these pickinas up 
fawns.

Pollen Survey To 
Inform Sufferers 


To afford Michigan's residents 
and vacationing hay fever suf- 
ferers with information on where 
the ragweed pollen is concen- 
trated in the State of Michigan, 
Department of Health will con- 
duct its seventh annual ragweed 
pollen survey this year. 

The survey will begin about 
ut i ep- 
Pollen will be col- 


tember 15. 


lected at 48 places in the State and 
. pollen counts for 24- hour periods 


will be furnished the public 
through newspapers and radio. 

The 1946 ragweed pollen counts 
were the lowest and the pollen 
season was the shortest of any of 
the six years during which the 
Department has conducted its sur- 
vey. This was due to a combina- 
tuon of weather conditions. Lack 
of rainfall in the late Spring les- 
sened the number of plants grow- 
ing from seed. Drought condi- 
tions hindered these plants’ de- 
velopment. Early, heavy frosts 
killed many of the plants at the 
height of the pollen season. 

Begins August 15 

The overall ragweed pollen sea- 
son in Michigan usually begins 
about August 15 and. continues 
until killing frosts: Its limits, 
locally, are usually judged by the 
number of days the pollen count 
in the area exceeds 100 grains per 
cubic yard of air. 

Five areas, those surrounding 
Gaylord, Mackinaw City, New- 
berry, Rogers City and St. Ignace 
had no ragweed pollen season last 
year. A season of only one day’s 
duration was regorded in Alpena, 
Charlevoix and Saute Ste. Marie. 
‘Two day seasons were recorded at 
Houghton, Isle Royale, Mackinac 
Island, Munising, and Petoskey. 
The season ran only three days in 
Baldwin, Cheboygon. Crystal 
Falls, Ironwood and Marquette, 
only four days at Eagle Harbor 
and Escanaba, and five days at 
Grayling. Manistique and Trav- 
erse City. The season was only 
six days in Detroit. 

Area Most Free 

During the year the Upper 
Peninsula, the northern half of the 
Lower Peninsula, the thumb tp, 


ties of the State and same of the 
west central shoreline aress had 
the least ramweed pollen. 

The 1946 pollen snautun tn this 
area is indicated by the fact here, 
the ragweed pollen count first 
reached 100 on August 27. and 
was this high for five days during 
the segsan. Graylirig had the 
highest concentration of ragweed 
pollen on September 5.

June 25 Is 
Opening Date 


Wednesday, June 25, is the day 
cane pole fishermen begin some 
of Michigan’s most leisurely and 
productive fishing, and bass fish- 
ermen begin some of the state’s 
sportiest angling. 

It will be the first major fishing 
season of the year to open with 
prospects of favorable weather. 
Iee fishermen found the going 
rough; trout fishermen had the 
iciest opening in years, and it was 
still chilly when, pike fishermen 
went onto the fakes May 15. 

There was no serious winter- 
kill last season, and inland lakes 
throughout the state have plenty 
of water. The late spring may 
2. delayed-seme. Spawning. ° 
The Conservation Department 
reports the regulations are un- 
changed. On June 25, the lakes 
south of Highway M-46 from Mus- 
kegon to Port Sanilac, are open to 
fishing for all species of fish, and 
in lakes north of the highway, 
where other fishing has been in 
progress, bluegills and black bass 
become legal game. 

Bluegills and sunfish have a 
size limit of six inches, a creel 
limit of 15. When taken in com- 
bination with perch, rock bass 
and crappies, the combined total 
is 25, but not more than 15 of 
these may be bluegillis. 

The black bass size limit, for 
both largemouth and smallmouth, 
is 10 inches, and the creel limit is 
five a day — with walleyed or 
northern pike counted as a part 
of that five if any are taken. The 
Great Lakes limit. is 10 a day— 
double the inland. waters creel— 


but not more than five-of the 10 


may be bass, and not more than 
five of the 10 may be northern 


Stik SECSCREEN 10 


Released by Western Newspaper Union.
